it Was fimply a Drunken Row Conse- 

. quent Upon a Show of Resistance by 
the Intoxicated Men When About to 
Be Punished—Liquid Lightning Found 
in Northern Frazil Responsible for the 
Whole Trouble—The Nictheroy’s Crew 
Weeded Out—The Brazilian War. 


PERNAMBUCO, Dec. 21.—The report which 
has been widely circulated to the effect that 
amutiny occurred on board the Brazilian 
cruiser Nicthberoy is untrue. But by some 
means or other, which would indicate con- 
siderable laxity of discipline on board the 
Brazilian vessel, the crew of the Nictheroy 
managed to secure a quantity of liquor from 
the boats which have been crowding around 
the dynamiter ever since she arrived here, 
and the result was a drunken row. 

The officers of the Nictheroy, somewhat too 
Jate, detected the smuggling of liquor on 
board and proceeded to put a stop to it. 
Enough spirits bad already been imbibed by 
a number of the crew, and consequently 
eight of the Nictheroy’s men were clapped in 
irons and were stowed away until they re- 
covered from their spree. As usual with 
drunken sailors, the men were not placed in 
frons without some little disturbance, but 

ere was no mutiny ofany description. 

Drunken rows such as these are familiar 
to all naval officers and the crew of the 
Nictheroy are no better and no Worse than 
the crews of any-man.of war. Naturally the 
composition of the crew of the lPrazillan 
cruiser and the peculiar circumstances under 
which the men..were sbipped would

NOT LOSING. 


George M. Wright Says Insurance 
Companies Make Money. 


He Protests Against the Proposed Local 
Advance.in Rates. 


CALLS THE UNDERWRITERS’ BOARD A 
COMBINATION TO RAISE PRICES. 


A Charge That St. Louis Is Overrun by 
Insurance Solicitors and That the 
Business District Is Unduly Taxed— 
Higher Rates Will Fores Merchants to 
Place Insurance Elsewhere—Some Fig- 
ures on Premiums and Losses. 


The exclusive announcement in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatcn that the Board of 
Underwriters had decided to raise insurance 
rates all along the line from 20 to 80 per cent 
has caused the liveliest comment in 
business circles, As one prominent 
merchant put it: **First comes a 
stringency, followed by hard times 
then comes the merchants’ school tax and, on 
top of it all, an increase in insurance rates.’’ 
The complaint of the merchants is that 
though the business portions of the city 
which is insured the heaviest is protected so 
well that partial and not total losses are 
the rule, the companies, notwithstanding, 
makethem bear the burden of increased 
rates because of heavy losses outside this 
territory. 

GEORGE M. WRIGHT’S VIEWS. 

Mr. George M. Wright, Secretary of the 
Wm. Barr Dry Goods Co., has very decided 
views about the proposed in- 
crease in rates. His establish- 
ment carries in the neighborhood 
of $800,000 worth of insurance and bis exper- 
lence with agents and companies is exten- 
sive. When asked his opinion about the pro- 
posed raise in‘rates he said: ‘‘Did it ever 
occur to you to size up the Board of 
Underwriters? Is it anything else than 
acomDination to raise prices? Its constit- 
uents are agents ofthe companies writing 
insurance in the State. They dictate rates 
and risks of their own making through the 
board, Now why ar@ the rates s80 
high? If you compare the losses in 
the business district with the premium 


paid therein you will find the companies are 
notiosing. But if you turn to the ‘‘Com- 
mercial Register’’ and find how many insur- 
ance agents are trying to make a living 
writing risks for that district 
will find why rates have be 
high to supply a livelihooa for 
the army of representatives working for the 
respective companies. If the salaries of 
Presidents and other officials, rent for im-

make ends meet at the present rates.’’

WILL PLACE INSURANCE OUTSIDE, 

‘*‘Just what the merchants will do when 
the rates goupisaproblem. They certainly 
can not put up with it. They will 


have to go outside or wherever they can get 
a reasonable rating. We will haveto wait 
and see what the underwriters are going to 
do before we can tell whatthe outcome will 
be.”’ 

SOME SIGNIFICANT FIGURES. 

From the last report of the Insurance Com- 
missisner for Missouri the premiums on fire 
insurance written in the State by stock and 
mutual companies curing 1891 were $4,- 
534,287; against this there was a_ 1oss 

$3,824,631. In. 1897 the premiums 
were $5,282,569 and the losses $3,978,650. The 
figures fur the city are not ODtainubhle in the 
report, as the Commissioner makes nodlis- 
tinction between the city and the State at 
large. Howeyer, President Waterworth of 
the Board of Underwriters, says 
that there is $225,000,000 insurance 
written by the board companies, covering 
risks inthe city limits, $100,000,000 of which 
is placed inthe business center. The insur- 
ance companies claim to have lost $60,000,000 
by fire in the city during the last three years 
and claim that this is wn excessof their 
premiums, They are therefore operating at 
a loss. 

The last report of the Underwriters’ Sal- 
vage Corps shows the loss for 1891 and 1892 to 
have been $4,191,487. This would leave §1,- 
800,000 of losses during the present year to 
make up the $6,000,000 claimed by the insur- 
ance companies. Chief Lindsay, when seen, 
said that the present yearwas not so un- 
fortunate as the last two preceding years. 

‘*Our worst year was 1891, when the 
Famous, Mansur & Tebbets’ and the Plant 
Mill burned. Last yearthe fire losses were 
very heavy, but this year they will not be so 

reat. Our biggest fires were the Carondelet 

Slevator, the brass works on Seventh and 
Walnut and Paddock & Hawley. Thesethree 
involve a loss of nearly $800,000. As 
to raising the rates, that is beyond my do- 
main. The companies are raising rates all 
over the country, and though St. Louis has 
been fortunate the interlor of the State has 
experienced a most disastrous year.”’ 

President Waterworth is still at work on 
his schedule, and has his door barred to 
every one. The schedule may not be ready 


for a day or two.

The Arrivalof the Corwin Creates Great

SAN FRANCISOO, Cal., Dec. 21.—The steamer 
Mariposa arrived from Honolulu to-day, 
bringing advices up to Dec. 14. In addition 
to the letter given in full below the Associ- 
ated Press Honolulu correspondent writes, 
just as the steamer Mariposa was preparing 
to leave the dock for her voyage to San Fran- 
cisco: 

**Since the arrival of the Corwin this morn- 
ing affairs are In a very excited condition 
here. The rumor tis prevalent that the 
officers of the United States warships have 
ordered their wives to leave by the 
Mariposa. The greatest secrecy is main- 
tained, The Provisional Government is 
confident and will fight if attacked. 
At the present writing Americansand the 
Government are prepared for the fight, 
which may be precipitated at any moment. 
The Government still persistsin the belief 
that no trouble will occur. This is not the 
general opinion among Americans. The 
militia are all prepared, and within twenty 
minutes a thousand men could be in the fleld 
to defend the Provisional Government.’’

THE CORWIN ARRIVES. 

At 6 o’clock this morning the United States 
revenue cutter Corwin arrived unexpectedly 
in the harbor. Almost as soon as the

om where he remained closeted with 
Minister Willis for over an hour. It is learned 
positively that he delivered extensive dis- 
patches from Washingtongt the legation, 
This morning at 9:30 your representative 
called at the Executive Building and found 
all the Ministers, including President Dole, 
in their offices. Interviews with the

President Dole assured the press repre- 
sentatives thatin case Minister Willis made 
any advances, either before or after the sali- 
ing of the Mariposa, looking toward restora- 
tion, this Government wishedit announced. 
in the most public manner that such negotia- 
tions would make no headway here, and if 
pasned would be absolutely rejected by the 
rovisional Government.

The steamer Mariposa at noon was an- 
nounced to sail atip.m.

A special session of the Executive Council 
adjourned at 8 p. m. after considering the 
situation and discussing further plans of de- 
fense in case of unfriendly action by Willis.

New York, Dec. 21.—The following notice 
has just been posted on the doors of the St.

This bank is closed pending examination.

This notice was nosted on the doors before 
the officialsarrived. President Graves, who 
arrived at the bank shortly after the posting 


of the notice, said: 
‘*This is a high-handed proceeding. I don’t 


understand it. I supposed this bank was sol- 


vent.’’ 


Mr. Preston is State Superintendent of 


Banks. The St. Nicholas Bank acted as a 
clearing-house agent for the suspended 
Magison Square Bank and the exumination 
being made by Supt. Preston is due to the 
connection of the 6&t. Nicholas with 


on Square Bank. Upon the failure 
Seen teaison Square Bank tue St. Nicholas 
Rank withdrew from that Institution some 
$250,000 worth of securities in order to secure 
itself. But it is understood that the St. 
Nicholas Bank’s affairs have been unsettled 
ince that time. 
. ‘A member of the Clearing-house said “The 
closing of the St. Nicholas Bank Goes not sur- 
prise any of us. Some time ago the bank had 
to reduce its capital, and since the faliure of 
the Madison Square Bank it has been known 
to be ina weak condition. I belleve, never- 
theless, that the bank will make a fair show- 
ing of its condition and that depositors will 
be paid in full.’’ 

The statement made last Saturday by the 
&t. Nicholas Bank to the New York Clearing- 
house wasas follows: Capital, $600,000; net 
profits, $180,200; loans, $1,755,304; specie, 

18.800; legal tenders, $471,400; deposits, 
$2,011,200. ‘The bank consequently heida re- 
serve of 25.4 per cent.

The people of St. Louis are in the toils of 
a huge electric trust anaconda with small 
prospect of escape. 

The combination between the electric 
lighting companies is a monopoly larger, 
stronger and more nearly affecting the 
people than any of the numerous ‘‘com- 
bines’’ of the past few years. So far as 
can now be seen there is\nothing to do but 
grin and bear it, as the monopoly is firmly 
in possession and cannot easily be dis- 
lodged. 

The city is not able to undertake the 
task of illumination itself. We already 
have more financial difficulties than we 
can well cope with and it is impossible to 
assume any more. It will probably be 
many years before municipal control of 
lighting can be approached and dealt with 
as a practical policy. 

Meanwhile the only scheme with any 
hope of relief in it so far suggested is that 
of a co-operative company set up on the 
mutual plan to provide healthy compe- 
tition. But aside from the difficulty of 
raising the necessary amount of capital 
and keeping the shares from being gobbled 
up by the trust, it is not certain that the 
new concern can get hold of the electrical 
appliances without which it cannot take 
eats aTraeqanhity hive prolife. 
of most of the electrical companies and 
probably has control ofmany which have 
never seen the light. It keeps attorneys 
in Washington, who watch the Patent Of- 
fice and buy out any idea which seems to 
contain any practical value. Thus the 
new company will be obliged to depend 
upon foreign apparatus, and it 
means certain that these are not likewise 
controlled by the General Electric. 

Altogether the situation is notagreeable. 
The trust is formed, as allsuch monopolies 
are organized, on the basis of over-capital- 
ization, high prices, high profits and the 
lowest grade of service the public will 
tolerate. :

A SHERIFF ON CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

Sheriffs are not enough considered. The 
Sheriff has a good deal on his hands, and 
much on his mind. He is a very necessary 
official, and he is generally a highly re- 
spectable citizen. 

Why should we make a hangman of the 
Sheriff? 

Ex-Sheriff Smith of Sedalia, who pre- 
sided at the departure of one Williamson 
at that place in 1891, did not attend the 
recent execution of Richard Robinson, 
though the present obliging Sheriff would 
have cheerfully granted him admission. 

To a reporter of the Democrat Mr. Smith 
declares that our laws in’ regard to capital 
punishment should be amended. All exe~ 
cutions, he thinks, should take place in 
the penitentiary, thus greatly lessening 
the expense, insuring the services of a 
hangman of more experience, and pre- 
venting many of the horrible scenes so 
frequently recorded where the Sheriff of- 
ficiates. It is well known that peniten- 
tiary executions take place in several 
States. 

The publicity of acounty execution is 
very demoralizing. All classes through- 
out the county talk of it for weeks, and as 
onlyacertain number of persons can be 
admitted to witness it, the Sheriff 
makes more enemies than if he 
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Missouri and nine-tenths of the tax-payers 
will approve of the penitentiary plan. 
One-tenth of the tax-payers, he perhaps 
figures, would preferto take the chances 
of getting admission tickets from the Sher- 
iff and keeping the gallows at home. 

, These views of an experienced and 
thoughtful official are worthy of the at- 
tention of the Legislature. If anything 


can be done to lessen the evils and the ex- 


pense of capital punishment, no time 
should be lost in doing it. 


THE TREASURY REPORT. 


That portion of Secretary Carlisle’s re- 
port which is likely to provoke most dis- 
cussion in and outside of Congress is his 
recommendation that the Secretary be 
authorized to issue short-time bonds, at a 
low rate of interest, not to exceed $200,- 
000,000 to meet the deficit which 1s certain 
to appear at the end of the fiscal 
year. Of course, it is not contemplated 
that so great an increase in the 
debt will be necessary, as the deficiency 
next June, according to Secretary Car- 
lisle’s estimate, will not be more than 
$28,000,000. But he seems to think that 
he will have to buy §$200,000,000 of gold to 
maintain the parity of our various: issues 
of currency. 

An increase in thé public debt to the 
extent of $200,000,000 in time of profound 
peace is unprecedented in the history of 
this country, and the only. justification 
for sucha suggestion at this time is that 
for some years past the United States 
have notebeen well governed. 

Nevertheless neither Congress nor the 
people will tolerate any additional burden 
of interest-bearing debt until all other 
means of meeting the emergency haye 
been thoroughly investigated and found 
inadequate. Public considerations should 
deter Congress from any such . course: 
and party policy will probably make 
the Democrats think many times before 
adopting the suggestion: - The Secretary's 
alternative proposal, that he be. em- 
powered to issue interest-bearing Treasury 
notes in payment of expenses which can- 
not be met with cash, is less objectionable 
from a practical point of view, but the 
principle is the same and the proposal will 
probably not be adopted unless it is clearly 
shown that the revenues cannot be made 


sufficient by curtailing expenditures.

A Convenient Pretext- 
From the New York Times. 

The McKinley press is making much noise 
about the discontinuance of work or a reduc- 
tion of working hours in the plate-glass in- 
dustry. Thetrouble with this industry is 
overproduction 9nd trustism. One of the 
organs ofthe plate-glass trade said a few 
days ago, with reference to the recent disso- 
lution of tif Plate-glass Trust: *‘This is the 
natural outcome of the piling up of the tre- 
mendous stocks of plate glass which manu- 
facturers have been making for the past two 
years.’’ Allof the combined manufactur- 
ers wanted to enjoy profits as large as 
those which were taken by a smaller num- 
ber of concerns a few years ago, and the 
ring price was made so high that it dts- 
couraged consumption. Asthe pile of glass 
on hand was growing, the country entered 
upon a period of stringency caused by silver 
legislation and the ‘‘silver panic,’’ and the 
demand for consumption was still further 
reduced. At last the combined manufactur- 
ers dissolved their trust,and each one sought 
a market for himself. This change had the 
effect of reducing prices from 2 to 2% per 
cent, but the large accumulated stocks go off 
slowly. Itis very convenient now forthe 
manufacturers. and the McKinley press to

The New Depot Bridge Question. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch. 

The necessity for some means of communi- 
cation by pedestriansand vehicles Detween 
Eighteenth and Twenty-first streets and 
south of Market—(thatis east and west across 


the block now occupiea by the new Union 
Depot grounds and bulldings)—is erident to 
any one visiting that portion of the city. 
The ‘‘Clark avenue hridge,’’ as provided for 
in the ordinance, permitting the erection 
of the depot, can never be built, for obvious 
reasons. Itseemsto methata compromise 
ofa very satisfactory character can be se- 
cured, if the parties in interest could 
be induced to meet in a friendly spirit. 
I would suggest that the Eighteenth street 
bridge and the Twenty-first street bridge be 
connected by a bridge which shall be virtu. 
ally a continuation of Poplar street from 
the east side of Eighteenth street, and a con- 
tinuation of Randolph street from the west 
side of Twenty-first street. I do not mean 
that the proposed bridge should connect 
with the streets by east and west approaches 
but that the proposed bridge should be 
reached from the present bridges. 

The West end could be made to clear 
the ballding of ae. Wa ae Wood 
Mowing and Reaping Co., and would only 
require the removal of two small brick resi- 
dences. Theline ofthe bridge—going east- 
wardly—could be made toclear one of the 
new express (?) buildings in the depot yards, 
if it should be found inconvenient to go over 
it, and not advisable tocutoff a few feet of 
its southerlyyend. 

Itseemsto me this plan would Go away 
with the usually costly approaches, would 
require very little money for condemnation, 
and could be built for less money than by any 
other plan, and would not in the least 
be any interruption to the business 
of the depot; would facilitate communica- 
tion between the east and west (so much in- 
sisted upon, and indeed may become an ab- 
solute necessity at an early day) and could

There isno doubt that the agitation for 
cheaper electric lighting, which was led by 
August Gehner, a private consumer, and has 
touched a responsive chord in the pocket- 
books of every other private consumer in the 
city, has set the tax-payers themselves to 
thinking. 

The PostT-DIsPaTcn’s positive assertion 
yesterday that municipal lighting by munici- 
palities is a demonstrated economy was 
based upon absolute figures furnished by the 
cities themselves. Chicago, which began 
lighting from its own electric plants eight 
years ago, has found thatthe net cost of arc 
street lighting is $56 a year per lamp. 

‘*I do not think that absolute cost per lamp 
can be arrived at by a municipality operat- 
ting its own plant; I doubt if accounts are 
ever kept with a sufficient degree of accu- 
racy ortf departments are sufficiently iso- 
lated,’’ sald Engineer Peck of the Siemens- 
Holske Electric Co. of America, now putting 
inthe 600-horse-power plant at the Union 
Depot, which will supply 4,000 incandescent 
lamps and 400 arcs. ‘*‘The one item 
of interest charge costs anenormous figure 
in the cost of lighting on a big scale.’’ 

ARRIVING AT ACTUAL COST. 

So it does. And the Chicago people figured 
itin. They havea separate electrical de- 
partment. They resolved to arrive at actual 
cost if book-keeping would doit. In spite of 


city isnow wedded, and in spite of the great 
excess incostof equipment under this sys- 
em and consequent increase inthe interest 
charge, of which Mr. Peck speaks s0 
highly, the net cost per arc light was $56.

Yypstianti, Mich., being on a moonlight 
schedule, pays but $28.90 a year per lamp. 
St. Louls Is now paying $74.95 for arc lights, 
and the Municipal company claims it fost 
money every day it carried its contracts for- 
ward. It threatened repeatedly to throw 
the contracts up and forfeit the $50,000 
that guaranteed their fulfillment. Now 
that the trust owns the town no one knows; 
what the next contract may be letfor. The 
St. Louls contracts have cost it dear in many 
a town beside St. Louls. Asa matter of gen- 
eral policy the price on the next contract 
willhaveto be higher, or other cities will 
belleve they are being robbed. Other cittes 
are paying more now, and  Clincin- 
nati made a regular hullabaloo. The 
company explained that the person who 
originally took the St. Louls contract was 
forced to selkoutand the present company 
was to carry out the terms at a dead loss. 


SOME INTERESTING FACTS ASCERTAINED. 


Just what the facts about this dead loss 
business are the Post-DIsPpaTcu has ascer- 
tained.

A bigcity like St. Louis could do 
the same thing these smaller cities are do- 
ing and still charge for incandescent lamps 
much less than the trust com panties 
are charging. Large plants can 
be operated much more cheaply 
than small plants. There are more ¢on- 
sumers per 1,000 of population, too, in large 
cities than insmallones. I believe that st. 
Louls could sell er tape J at half. what the 
trust Companies charge for it and stlil get 
the street lighting for nothing and pay 
interest charges and retire bonds. Or it 
could operate its plant for city lighting alone 
at not much over 50 per cent of what it is 
now paying, and use 32-canhdle power incan- 
descent lamps for alley lighting instead of 
16-candle power as at present, anid 
82 or  ~60-candle power incandescent 
lamps for street lighting inresidence dis.

Travels in Africa.

From the London Graphic. 

Mr. H.M. Stanley has followed uf his many 
contributions to geography by adding to the 
knowledge of African folklore. It was his 
custom w hen on his travels to gather his fol- 
lowers round the camp fire at night, and to 
reward those who told good stories and leg- 
ends with pieces of cloth. In this way he 
learned many curious tales of Central Africa 


and found that Old Brer Rabbit is not an in- 
vention of the Southern States of North 
America, but isa product of the Central Af- 
rican forest, and has drifted by the West 
Coast across to America. 

In Willimesi, Uganda,the story is told how 
arabbitand an elephant went into partner- 
ship, and how the rabbit not only outwitted 
his partner, but also allthe other great ani- 
mais, and deceived themin the most puerile 
way. Besides stories of animals there are 
some specimens of African wisdom, and Afri- 
can conundrums which delightee King Mtesa. 
There was avery old man with white hair 
who was @ great man at riddies; but his con- 
undrumns were of the simpie sort, with 
which Samson long ago pugzled his compan- 
ions: ‘*‘Whatis it that always goes straight 
ahead and never looks back?’’ ‘‘What is it 
that Is bone outside and meat within?’’ 
**‘What is itthat .ooks both ways when you 
pass it?’* None of the natives could guess 
any of these riddies, though the answers 
were not foreign to their everyday life, be- 
ing a river, @€D egg, and grass.

A TAN GLED RE CORD. 


Strange Chapters in the History of Pr. 
G. F. B. Howard, 


JACKSON, Tenn., Dec. 21.—The trial of pr. 
Howard abounds in remarkable features 
but the gulltor innocence of the defendant 
hinges upon the question of identity. In 
Howard’s famous suit for $50.000 damages for 
Slander, tried here in 1889, it was a ques- 
tion of identity that troubled the jury. They 
were to determine whether or not the 


piaintif@®Y,, as doctor of divinity, lawyer 
4na journalist, Was weorge Frreuerica pur 


goyne §@Howard or Frederick Altryde How 
lett. The lMves of Howard and Howlet, 
had been strangely tangied from boy- 
hooa, and for a time they had ex- 
changed names; but the jury in that trial 
finally decided that the plaintiff was George 
Frederick Burgoyne Howard, and his friends 
thought the question of his identity was 
settied for all time. 

Now, however, while the name of Howlett 
does not figure in this trial,the verdict will 
hinge again on the question ofidentity. ‘The 
prosecution strives to prove that Howard 


‘bas been known in Londonas William Lord 


Moore, andin New York as Joseph Ledgér 
and E. Koss. 

Howard left here in 1899, and it was later 
understood that he was practicing law in 
New York very successfully. E. Ross, 
along about the same time, was conducting 
avery successful European claims agency 
swindle in New York which, sometime 
afterward, grew so notorious that the Post- 
office Department stopped Ross’ mall and 
detectives were puton his track. Ross dis- 
appeared and subDsequently through one 
William Lord Moore of London, England, his 


numerous clients, who had paid him money 
in the hope of getting vast English estates, 
were told that Ross was dead, but that he 
could getthem their estates if they would 
advance him an amount sufficient to cover 
expenses. William Lord Moore began todoa 
**land office business’’ at 5 Ingersoll road, 
Shepperd Bush, London, on the credul- 
ity of the gullible Americans who 
wanted big fortunes left them in En- 
land. Not getting their fortunes as speed- 
lly as they supposed they should they sent 
scores of letters making complaint to the 
American Legation and to prominent men 
like Mr. Gladstone. R. T. Lincoln, Minister 
to Engiand, had an investigation made and 
a written agreement was obtained by De- 
tective Froest of Scotland Yard, and Mr. 
Hobson, of the American Legation, from 
William Lord Moore to quit the ‘* business, ’’ 

which he did, 

The scene shifts and a few months later 
Joseph Leger turns 2 in the EKuropean 
claims business in New York and is corre- 
sponding with the same people who had 
been Guped by E. Ross and William Lord 
Moore. He had gonea step further than his 
predecessors, and when he obtained ‘‘ex- 

nse’’ money from them sent them a de- 
cree with a big red seal of the ‘*‘Supreme 
Oourt of Chancery’’ signed by one ‘‘De- 
Laugne, Chancellor.’’ About the time Mr. 
Leger began to receive money rather treel 
the Post Office Department stopped his mail 
and Mr. Leger went offtoa watering place. 
This was in the summer of 1892, and Mr. 
Leger effectually disappeared. 

Inthe early fail of 1892 Dr. 
turned to Jackson, having been making his 
home jin the two. preceding years in New 
York and London. He made olitical 
speeches until after the election in Novem- 
ber. He then began to work upan intereat 
in the Guif & Tennessee RKallroad. He 
claimed that he could interest English cap- 
italin Dullding the line if Jackson would 
agree to issue bonds for terminal facilities, 
etc. Having received encouragement, he 
left here last winter for London, ana after 
an absence of about two months returned 
heralded as the President of the Gulf & Ten- 
nessee Raliroad, with H. H,. Ball of London 
as Secretary. Dr. Howard rented an office, 
and in a short time had several cierks busy. 

About this time tke clients of Ross, Moore 
and Leger received anonymous postal cards 
from Jackson informing them that they 
would learn sOmething to their interest by 
corresponding with the President of the Guif 
& Tennessee Railroad. 

Many ofthem 4.d write,and soon How- 
ard’s clerks,1t Is claimed, were busy send- 
ing out correspondence on the stationery of 
the Guilt & nnessee Railroad, informing 
them that the Prosident, G. T. B. Howard 
had incidentally learned while in England 
that they were entitled to estates.
